French historian who orig inated 
the idea of the statu e in celebra­ 
tion of the hu ndredth anniv ers­ 
ary of the United States’ inde­ 
pendence, Ju ly 4, 18 76. 
The fu nds for 
the 
152-foot 
statu e and its pedestal, approx i­ 
mating h alf a million dollars, 
were raised by popu lar su bscrip­ 
tion in France and the United 
States. The stau e itself was paid 
for by g ifts from the French peo­ 
ple, withou t g ov ernment assist­ 
ance; the American people paid 
for the hu g e g ranite pedestal in 
the same fashion. 
The French requ ired fou r y ears 
to raise their su bscription; the 
Americans nine. 
The scu lptor of the monu men­ 
tal fig u re was Frederic Au g u ste 
Bartholdi, a y ou ng artist from

On August 12, the very dependable writer and 
statistician, Bruce Gustin, placed the average 
amount going to the relief recipient at $18 per 
month. 
it is general k nowledge that in the last five 
months President Roosevelt expended billions of 
dollars in relief. It is general k nowledge that 
states, counties and municipalities are also mak ­ 
ing contributions of record-break ing propor­ 
tions in behalf of the needy; but, leave these 
enormous governmental structures out of the cal­ 
culation for the present.

He turned to Springfield for 
his nex t address tonight, after 
telling an audience th a t Mr. 
Roosevelt’s adm inistration is en­ 
gaged in “the greatest scab wage 
enterprise in the history of civ­ 
ilization.” 
This statem ent was m ade w ith 
no direct reference to reported 
V atican criticism of his state ­ 
m ent a t Cleveland M onday nig h t 
th a t Mr. Roosevelt was a “scab 
president.” He said last night:
